Washington, July C.-Charles G. 


Dawes, comptroller of the currency, has 
tendered hts resignation to the presi- 
dent, to take effect Oct. 1 next. In an- 
ftw«t to aaiaautrj, Mr. Daws said: 


DAWE& 


'I have resigned because of my Inten- 


tion to be a candidate before the people 
of Illinois for the United States senate. 
It would not be possible for me during 
the next year to moke a canvass for the 
senate, and at the same time administer 
to my own satisfaction, the important 
and responsible office I now hold. I 
am influenced solely in this action by 
•what seem the plain proprieties of the 
situation." 


Mr. Bowes' term of office would not 


fcave expired until Jan. 1, 1903. 
, Mr. Dawes entered the office of comp- 
ItroUer of the currency Jan. 1,1808, suc- 
ceeding James V. Eckles, and was im- 
mediately confronted by the situation 
Hn'the Chestnut Street National bonk 
of Philadelphia, which was one of the 
most complicated ever confronting a 
comptroller. 
He found it necessary 


in the interest of the creditors of the 
bonk to oppose the general plan of a 
reorganization, committee, formed of 
prominent citizens of Philadelphia, and 
far a time he was severely criticized 
therefor. His plan was followed, how- 
ever, and. it is now recognized as hav- 
ing saved to the creditors of the bank 
9 lien upon other property, which was 
not contemplated by the reorganization 
committee. 
He frequently expressed 


limself as in favor of prompt action 
when convinced that the public interests 
required, action at all, and acted on this 
principle, notably in the recent case of 
the Seventh National bank of New 
iTork. 


One of bis first orders, after entering 


office, stopped the practice of the em- 
ployment of national bank examiners 
for the private examination of banks. 
Early in his ter* be made a ruling levy- 
Ing a second assessment upon stock- 
holders of insolvent bonks where the 
first assessment had been less than the 


authorized, and be established the 


actice of rebating to stockholders such 
rtions of the prior assessment as was 
etermined by further liquidation to 


(have been excessive under tbe law. 
DPhis ruling changed tbe long established 
jractice of the office and was upheld 
5y the courts, practically without ex- 
ception. 
Comptroller Dawes also or- 


ganized a system of consolidation of in- 
iclvent banks in tbe lost stages of liqui- 
latlon to the interest of economy, so 
that at the present time 37 receiverships 
lire being administered by two receivers, 
with greatly reduced espfnses. 
He

exceeded all others. 


Mr. LoriHard at this time bought 


Ochre Point at Newport anJ erected 
there a cottage, marvellous ia design,' 
which be afterwards sold to Cornelius 
Vanderbilt. 
Later, 
Mr. Lorillard 


bought a magnificent estate on the 
Raumpo hills and founded tbe aristo- 
cratic colony of Tuxedo. 


Suddenly, at the height of social pres- 


tige, attained by him and his wife, he 
sold his Fifth avenue residence and went 
abroad alone. 
To Mrs. Lorillard was 


left the home in the Ilamano hills. 


Mr. Lorillard is 68 years old, and his 


health has been failing rapidly for 10 
years. 
He has suffered from Bright"8 


disease of the kidneys, and bad re- 
covered from several attacks before he 
was stricken during race week at Ascot 
He if as the principal heir of Peter Lor- 
illard, and acquired the latter's tobacco 
business, wWch he greatly developed. 


He • is the only American breeder

BNBBAL CCRTW GC1M»S SPEECH 


' General Curtis Guild, who shall be 
Ihis state's next lieutenant-governor 
end her governor in due time, made an 
address in Faneuil hall, Boston, Thurs 
day, that, wherever it is read, must 
•win him high praise for his ideals, 
scholarship, power of thought and 
presentation and for his broad and 
gjlear vision. The address was ear- 
Best, critical, courageous, and instruct 
|H. It went direct to that which is 
fundamental to and vital in our na- 
tional life. There was nothing super- 
ficial in it, .nothing in it that was use- 
lessly theoretical. 


General Guild faced the question of 


expansion and met it with the mind 
Of the historian and philosopher. A 
paragraph illustrates: 


"The United States that Washing- 


ton 1«U was an undeveloped federation 
of Je|?fous, almost 
of 
incongruous, 


states. The United States that Lin- 
coln left was a nation fused 
In the 


crucible of war, but with resources 
undeveloped and with few responsi- 
bilities beyond its own borders. The 
United States of McKinley is one of 
the p'owers of earth with the destiny 
of nations in its rgasp, and with a re- 
sponsibility not to" itaelf alone, but to 
the Greater Power that has made it 
(rea,t. Unhappily the world will not 
stand .still. We canpbt return to the 
isolated little nation that our fathers 
left us or to the political conditions 
of our Infancy, and much as we may 
love the exact governamental setting 
and %sage to which we were born we 
tnuvt either develop or die." 


The speaker sees some danger In 


He knows what tae suddenness 


of it means. He thinks that it may 
well stimulate "caution" if not ap- 
prehejjsloii, for our expansion has 
been: "Not with the Ordered march 
of a great star, but with the headlong 
ruch of a comet, have we risen not 
merely to the ranks Of the great pow- 
ers, but to the dominant position that 
can be challenged alone by a coali- 
tion of. the nations." 


He shifts from a presentation of the 


facts and the inevitableness of our 
growth to a discussion 'of our respon- 
sibilities under our present greatness 
and future possibilities. 
He would 


change, or he would improve, our sys- 
tem so that trained and capable men 
would fill our consular offices and be 
our executives in 'our new possessions. 
This would be done to preserve the Am 
erican ideal in practice xvhercver tne 
American flag floats. Civil service is 
a way to it, which means a freedom 
from partisan interference in the se- 
lection of men for our public service 
in our dependencies and in 
foreign 


ports and capitals. Thus: 


"It will be well indeed lr this new 


and mighty task that has oeen put 
upon our shoulders forces us'to estab- 
lish our eivil service, forces us to es- 
tablish our consular service upon a 
sounder basis than mere political fa- 
voritism, and forces the United States 
to pay ^ts public servants salaries 
commensurate 
with 
the labors im- 


posed upon them, that the best blood 
and brains of the United States may 
rscr be drawn from public service by 
the greater rewards of private life. 


Allen, Wood, Taft, three men that 


will forever be associated with high 
desert in American public life, have 
every one been forced to make a sac- 
rifice before which this rich and pros- 
perous country should hang its head 
in shame. 
The governor of British 


Guiana, with a population of 300,000, 
receives a salary of $24,000 a year. 
The governor* of Porto Rico, with a 
population of a million, receives a 
salary of $8000 yearly. The educated 
jtmth of France, of Germany, of Hol- 
land, most of all of England, sees in 
the foreign, 
the diplomatic service, 


enormous possibilities for a permanent 
career in life, 
with promotion for 


merit aad an 'old age secure from 
want. There is not an empire in Eu- 
rope in which the highest diplomatic 
rank is necessarily barred to the poor 
in purse. The only nation in 
the 


world whose niggarly salaries fail to 
meet the ordinary and necessary ex- 
penses of an ambassador, the 'only na- 
tion that simply cannot be represented 
by a poor man at the great courts of 
Europe, 
is the 
United States of 


America." 


General! Guild then drives to the 


very core, for, as he has said, "the 
conquest to which we have to set our 
faces is the conquest not 'of weaker ' 
races, but the conquest of ourselves." 
He strikes at the commercialism that 
is rampant 
and holds it to be a be- 


trayal of the first principles of Amer- 
ican manhood. 
Regarding this he 


says: 


"It is a terrible code that teaches 


that money making is tjie chief end of 
man and that success in the acaui- 
sttion of wealth is to be the first con- 
dition of high public office. It is well to 
call a warning when above the 
cry 


from pulpit and platform 'Is It right' 
there comes with increasing frequency 
the murmur of the exchanges 'Will it 
pay?' 


"The opportunities "f money making 


under 'our flag are so vast that those 
who avail themselves of them are too 
prone to forget that flag and opportu- 
nities alike exist only because 
some 


Americans remember that above the 
privileges of American wealth are tha 
duties of American citizenship. 


"Ona hundred1" years ago the young 


Boston, orator bom in the same year 
as the recublic warned his hearers ID 
this hall of the perils of commercial- 
ism. 
I can conceive 'today no more 


hideous betrayal of the first principles 
of American manhood than the advlcfi 
to young men publicly given by the 
president of the gigantic steel corpor- 
ation that is controlling the Industry 
of the wodd. 


"It is a melancholy comment on our 


civilization that the tjoor boy who has 
risen under its institutions to the head 
of the world's greatest industrial or- 
ganization has, in the hour of his suc- 
cess, 
no better word to his 
fellows 


than a cynical hint to 
eschew the 


higher education and leave the school 
for the work bench, 
if possible, 
in 


childhood. 


" ' Education is ussloss' he cries, 'un- 


less it can be coined/ Literature, mu- 
sic, art, history and philoaophy have 
nover a word for him. 
There i<? no 


money in them. 
The lofty impulse 


which thrusts tho reformer into public 
life, the soldier into battle, that in 
losing all 
he may help his country, 


finds no echo in this latest product of 
American civilization, to whom Bru- 
tus is a fool and lago a prophet. 


"Twice in history has supreme pow- 


er been given to a nation that 
has 


made a god of riches, once to Carth- 
age, once to Spain. 
The great mer- 


chant crinces of Carthage were ready 
that Hannibal and his 
mercenaries 


should fight their battles. They too. 
deified ih<> education of the counting 
house. They, too. hired from abroa-1 
their ooets and soldiers and musicians 
and artists and lived but that Hiev 
might accumulate the means of hirinff 
—and *-he dust of the desert !s tnelr 
monument and the rpcord of their de- 
struction their only title to a ivige in 
history. The discovery of a new con- 
tinent opened a Qolronda 
to Spain 


Neither torture nor Slavery was for- 
bidden to tlio adventurer who sought 
to nil his pui-Fe; the rack and the 
stake awaited the student who dared 
to fill his mind. Yet the very j-iches of 
her galloons taught Spain's »pa foes 
how to fight her and a+ th<> bottom of 
hor Pandora box, she found efifce of 
goods and glory, t»he found at Isist not 
hope but the mere memory of nrlde." 


This is the n'oblest call that can be 


issued to our citizenship. It appeals 
to the higher 
aspirations 
of men. 


General Guild takes care In the c'oursc 
of his address to point out that wealth 
is not necessarily an enemy to liberty 
or to loftiness of national purpose. On 
the contrary, he shows that history 
affords Instances 
of 
the wealthier 


classes striking for progress when the 
poorer classes were marshalled in de 
fense of a form of social bondage. 
What be object* to and warns us 


against, and what all genuine stu- 
dents and leaders of thought object to 
and warn us against is the undue ex- 
altation of wealth and the fostering 
of the spirit of commercialism to the 
exclusion 
or subordination 
Of 
the 


spirit that makes men and nations 
great in the enduring things of civili- 
zation. 
Wealth 
vulgarized, money- 


making set up as tho proper goal of 
anibirioni the acceptance! of com- 
mercial success as the passport to all 
social and political privileges and 
honors and the directing Of the In- 
dividual and national aim to trade 
and the d'ollar as the highest expres- 
sion of life instead of directing it to 
trade and the dollar as a means to 
that 
expression—this is what 
the 


prophets of the time are arrayed 
against. 


Of late we have shown quite a ten- 


dency to go in the wrong direction. 
Great 
commercial 
successes 
have 


burst upon us with the strength 'of a 
noon-day sun and we have been mo- 
mentarily dazzled. 
In a generation 


the 
pOTwer 
o£ wealth 
has 
grown 


to the point whero it seems to be 
the p'ower of the state. Globe-girdling 
schemes are table talk, and it is 
natural that we should stray from the 
course if not well captained. We have 
sto'od the test remarkably well, due 
almost entirely to our native good 
sense, for it is n'ow quite evident that 
we were not properly officered to meet 
tho condition. The multitude of little 
rneji who fill the multitude of little 
places in the several Institutions on 
Which we are dependent for popular 
education almost entirely lost their 
little heads when the modern situation 
fully developed. They danced ar'ound 
frantically like jumping Jacks shriek- 
ing at us in their toy-box voices to pre 
pare for the epoch, and forthwith they 
trimmed to suit commercialism. Edu- 
cation had to become the coinable 
variety. 
Every time pressure was 


brought to bear on their mechanical 
chests the resultant squeak articu- 
lated "It's an era of business, It's an 
era of business." 


But things will right themselves 


presently,

3ERYAIS FINED $300 


For Objecting 1o Search of His Store. 


Important Point Raised 


William Gervais, who was charged 


some time ago with obstructing Agent 
Whittaker from 
going behind the 


counter of the Boston butter store 
when the officer was on a hunt for 
!• omargarine, was today found guilty 
on two 'charges, and fined $300. He 
took an appeal to the superior court, 
and was placed under bonds of $500, 
which were furnished by John Barry. 
In deciding the case the court over 
ruled a plea In abatement which raised 
the question of the authority of the 
clerks of the courts to receive a com- 
plaint without reference to the judg« 
of the court, and which question will 
also go to the higher court. 


It will be remembered that Imme- 


diately after the former oleomarga- 
rine cases were disposed of Jn the local 
court Agent Whittaker wenl to the 
store and started a search for oleo. He 
claimed that Mr. Gervais, who was 
in the store, refused to let him behind 
the counter, and that he obstructed, 
the way. He at once made a com- 
plaint against Gervais for obstruct- 
ing an officer in the performance of hie 
duties. Again 'on June 15 Agent Whit- 
taker went into the store, when he 
claims that the performance was re- 
peated, and another complaint was 
entered. The cases were set for hear- 
ing today. 


This morning Lawyer Couch for the 


defense filed pleas of abatement in 
both cases. These set forth that the 
complaint was made to and received 
by the clerk of the court riot in the 
presence of either of the justices of 
the court and when court was riot in 
session, and that consequently the 
court had no jurisdiction in the cases. 
The Judge overruled this plea. A 
similar plea entered on t. former case 
is now before the supreme court of 
the state for final decision. It is al- 
most the general practice throughout 
the state" for the cierk of courts to 
receive complaints and issue warrants 
and the decision of the supreme court 
in the matter will affect a large num- 
ber of cases. 


After the pleas had been overruled, 


the hearing proceeded on the charges 
stated. Agent Whittaker was the only 
witness. .He told of going into, the 
store and of being refused admission 
to that part of the store by Mr. Ger- 
vais. There was no evidence for the 
defense, but Lawyer Couch made a 
long argument in which h« brought 
out a number of points. The court 
found Gervais guilty, and fined him 
J100 for th first offense. For the sec- 
ond, 
he fined him $200.

An Appeal To tht Publte from Com. 


mitteo in Charge 


The following announcement IK made 


by the entertainment committee for the 
state Y. P. S. C. E. convention to be 
held here in October: 


The question of providing accomo- 


datlons for the visiting Christian En- 
deavorers next October is a serious 
one and worthy of public attention and 
consideration. 
Lodgings will be re- 


required probably for SOO or more neo- 
ple for two nights, and as the hotel 
accomodatlons are inadequate the great 
majority of guests will have to find 
shelter elsewhere. 


The entertainment committee of the 


1S01 convention having this matter in 
charge has already commenced acttye 
work along this line. 
Nearly every 


church In the city is represented in 
this committe0, some one or more per- 
sons in each church directing a thor- 
ough canvass among the people of that 
particular church for the purpose of 
securing accomodations. We know that 
all of the good t>eopie of North Adams 
are not in the churches and they will 
not be overlooked because of that fact. 


What the entertainment committee 


would now ask is tftat when you are 
called uron to furnish rooms you will 
think the matter over carefully before 
you refuse. It is an unwritten law 
among- Christian Endeavorers that they 
shall pay their own way, and it haa 
always been the custom to fix a uni- 
form price for lodgings and meals. 
This year the price of lodg-jn-j-? will be 
fifty cents a night for each person 
whether t\\-o room together or singly. 
Without doubt there are many who 
will not care to charge anything- for 
their rooms, but in fairness to all of 
the visitors it is important that the 
money be taken even thousrh it ba 
given away afterwards. 
It is sue- 


gested that if those who entertain do 
not really want the money they receive 
the Finance committee will eladlr ac- 
cept it. it is hoped that everyone let- 
ting rooms will also furnish break- 
fast a* the uniform price of twenty- 
five cents for each person, other meals 
being furnished down town. 


Aside from the question of the money 


there is in it. °r the inconvenience, 
fhe principal point is the necessity that 
the North Adams homes be opened to 
the visitors. It is not a matter of en- 
tertaining guests; It is purely a bus- 
iness matter of providing 
suitable 


sleeping places. It would be a discred- 
it to our city and a reflection u»on the 
hospitality of the North Adams neo-ole 
if the visiting delegates 
should be 


obliged to walk the streets at night be- 
cause these accomodations were de- 
nied them. There is no occasion for 
such an unfortunate situation if ev- 
eryone who po'ssibly can will hrf?. 


There are some .'who are unwilling

The reason of this early canvass 1- 
because of the great amount of work 
to be done during the convention and 
the week previous.

The space betwen passing trains is 


very narrow and the danger of b^Jng 
between the two moving trains is 
great even for an experienced railroad 
man.

around and yell as he saw the two 
trains approaching, and death would 
foave certainly been the 'outcome had 
not 
the 
officer showed remarkable 


coolness and presence of mind. He 
bounded across the east-bound track, 
signaling the engineer of the east- 
bound to stop as he did so, seized the 
pack from the back of the peddler and 
hurled It to the ground, and then com- 
manded the peddler to lie down. The 
roan obeyed, but was so frightened 
that he began to kick and thrash 
around, placing himself in danger of 
having his legs cut off.

"I do net like bis words as a usual 


thing, but occasionally they are a great 
convenience, for they are great savers of 
space and tune," remarked a gentleman 
who occasionally breaks into a magazine 
with a heavy weight. "By multiplying 
the prefixes or sandwiching in the frac- 
tion of the root of some word here and 
there a combination can, be arranged that 
will convey in a single word and at a sin- 
gle glance an idea that ordinarily it would 
take a multiplicity of words to convey. 
For this reason medical jurisprudence 
and scientific literature generally are rich 
with what is regarded as a rare and ex- 
traordinary vocabulary. 


"Yet there are but few words used In 


any of the branches of science which a 
mere novice in language could not under- 
stand if he would but analyze the combi- 
nation and think for a' moment of the 
derivative fragments which are to be 
found. Sometimes the word may string 
out over half a line in an ordinary news- 
paper column, but an examination of it 
will show that, eren independent -of the 
context, one may easily understand it if 
one will but reflect for a moment upon 
the fragments of other simpler words 
which are preserved in the combination. 


I had an amazing experience once with 


a big word, and incidentally the use of it 
profited me in a small way. I had blazed 
out on the negro problem, and in "a dis- 
cussion of the mental status of the negro 
I had occasion to refer to the popular be- 
lief among negroes in a material heaven 
and urged in my contention that the ne- 
gro race was a primitive race; that even 
his conception of a deity had not yet un- 
dergone the processes of deanthropomor- 
phization. The word struck me because 
of its convenience and expressiveness, 
conveying as it does an idea that could 
scarcely be convoyed by anything less 
than a dozen words. 


"There was a lean, cadaverous bill col- 


lector who walked in my shadow on pa; 
day. 
He walked into the office, with a 


copy of my article in his hand. 'Excuse 
me,' he said, 'but me and my wife read 
your article on the negro question, and, 
being southerners, we indorse all you 
say. 
But there is one thing about it,' ho 


continued timidly, 'which we do not un- 
derstand, and since we have failed to 
find the word in the dictionary I thought 
I would ask you what it meant.' 


"I did not know exactly what he was 


driving at aod thought at first he was 
joking me. He pointed oat the word 
'de.inthropomorphization.' I picked It to 


• pieces for him in sections, and he smiled 
| blandly and in his embarrassment forgot 
! to present the bill which he had been 


trying to collect, and never after that did 
he dun me. 


"But 
it taught me a more serious les- 


son, for I honestly believe that whatever 
merjf there was In my article was lost 
on that couple because of the intense in- 
terest and curious concern which centered 
in the word which they did not under- 
stand. I have not used the word since, 
and, while it may be a convenience in lit- 
erary construction, I believe I would 
rather spell the idea out in smaller char- 
acters."—New Orleans Times-Democrat.

Two remarkable human migrations 


arc under way ia the west, one of these 
movements taking thousands of people 
every month from the states constitut- 
ing iho gveat middle west to those of 
the far west, especially the northwest, 
as recently told In the New York Even- 
Ing Post, while the other is bringing 
Into tbe country made poorer through 
the exodus a aew set of people. Immi- 
grants from the northern parts of Eu-. 
rope— Finland, Norway, Sweden and 
Russia— come ^o make their new homo 
on lands which the tide of emigration 
has left unoccupied or at least availa- 
ble for a new set of tillers. From the 
beginning the movement of the human 
race has been to the westward, due ei- 
ther to political or religious oppression 
or to economic conditions. Those of the. 
middle west wljo are seeking the Pa- 
cific coast have. It appears, little ex- 
cuse for their migration because of ad- 
verse conditions, but have been over- 
persuaded by land and railway agents. 


The tide from the old world that has 


Bet In BO strongly toward Michigan and 
other states of late Is typical, however, 
and born of the universal desire to own 
a bit of the earth on which to rear a 
home and make a living. Bat If one 
thinks It an easy matter to induce the 
people of the northern part of Europe" 
to break up their homes and come to 
the United States to settle he will find 
himself of a different miad after a talk 
with an Immigration agent Desirous 
as these hardy northern people may be 
to better their condition and enjoy a 
less rigorous climate and desirable as 
they are as agents m the building up of 
the west, the change Is made with diffi- 
culty, principally perhaps because they 
are so unimaginative and phlegmatic 
and thus far beyond the wiles of tha 
ordinary emigration agent 


And so it is that a New York compa- 


ny which obtained control of several 
hundred thousand acres of land In 
Michigan for the express purpose of 
colonizing it with these people mada 
slow progress until they abandoned 
certain outworn methods of Inducing 
Immigration. "How do you secure Im- 
migrants?" a land agent was asked re- 
cently. 


"Well, It Is not done by spreading 


abroad pamphlets telling what a fine 
new El Dorado we have for them. Oh, 
no. They have been fooled by that de- 
vice too many times. It is now "wolf 
with them. We have colonies of Finns 
and Danes, Swedes and Norwegians, 
all over Michigan, and they are all re- 
markably prosperous. When we have 
acquired new lands for settlement gen- 
erally territory that has been cleared of 
timber' by the lumbermen and is there- 
fore virgin soil, we select some unusu- 
ally prosperous member of a colony and 
propose to him that be go back to his 
old home on a six months' visit Of 
course he soys he can't afford it and 
then we offer to pay his expenses both 
ways and so much a day besides If he 
will .spend most of his time In telling 
how successful he has been In the new 
world. Then we tell him that for every 
countryman of his he Induces to come 
over and buy our land we will deed 
him an additional acre. In nearly every 
case the man accepts the offer and goes 
vigorously to work. No doubt he makes 
of himself an awful bore among his 
klnfolk and friends by tales of his suc- 
cess in the land of the free, but the 
plan worfcs well for him aud for us. 


"Finns, as a rule, are tbe best class of 


people for farming In the west At 
homo they till the soil under adverse 
conditions, and life generally is along 
hard lines. Politically, too, they ara 
oppressed and are compelled to do mili- 
tary service for the czar outside their 
own small country. Living close to the 
eoil and being unusually clannish, this 
is the last straw for them, and once 
they can be persuaded that freedom 
and prosperity lie over the sea they are 
ready to come. 


"Many of our best settlers are Dun- 


kards whom we have secured from 
Pennsylvania. They are very religious, 
as you know, almost fanatical on the 
subject, but they are as sturdy and 
thrifty as the Finns and make fully as 
good farmers. In getting these Dun- 
kards westward the railroads have 
done a great deal by fitting up special 
cars, advertising the advantages of cer- 
tain parts of the west and sending them 
In charge of a glib agent for exhibition 
at places where these people are hold- 
Ing religious gatherings. 


"During the last year the most note- 


worthy increase In Immigration has 
beeu from the Austro-Hungarlan coun- 
tries, Italy, Sweden, Russia, Finland 
and Ireland, but the Italians and the 
Irish will not go west If they can poa- 
elbly obtain a foothold In tbe east For 
the year 1900 114,847 Austro-Hnngari- 
ans came to this country, ah increase 
of 52,000 over the preceding year; 
from Russia and Finland came 90,787, 
an increase of 30,000; from Sweden 18,- 
fuO, an Increase of 0,000; from Norway 
0.575, an Increase of 3,000; from Italy 
100,000 against 77,000 the year before. 
60 you see this country is In no danger 
of going backward In population, 
though for the purpose of building up 
the west it is tbe northern Europeans 
that we want rather than those of a 
warmer clime."

W. B. Erect Form corsets, $1 to $2 pair. , 


BAKEfl NOW IN TROY JAIL 


Arraigned on Charge of Assault in 


First Degree 


William A. Baker of Williamstown, 


whose arrest in that town for Deputy 
Sheriff Myers of Hoosick Falls was 
reported 
in yesterday's Transcript, 


and who returned without requigiton, 
as reported, was arraigned in Hoosick 
Pails late yesterday afternoon on the 
charge of assault oa his wife, this 
being the charge for which the officer 
sought to arrest Baker in Hoosick 
when the latter fired. 


The officer then swore out another 


complaint, charging Baker with as- 
sault in the first degree, to cover his 
attack with a revolver on the officers. 
Baker was then committed to the Troy 
jail to await further examination, on 
this later charge. 
The officers 
be- 


lieve that Bakers' former record and 
the serious nature of his assault on 
the officers wH! insure him a long1 sen- 
tence in state prison. 


The assault in Hoosick was an ex- 


tremely serious one, £-ncl almost ended 
the life of Sheriff Myers. He had a 
warrant for Baker's arrest on the 
charge of assauH, and learned that 
Baker was to visit a friend outside of 
the town of Hoosick. Sheriff Myers 
drove out near the place in company 
with Officer 
Merritt 
Chapman of 


Hoosick, and the two pet Baiter walk 
ing along1 the road. " Chapman, who 
was driving, stopped his horse 
at 


Baker's side, and the duputy sheriff 
alighted, intending to make a peace- 
ful arrest if possible. 


Baker wheeled suddenly on him and, 


j while the officer was drawing his re- 


olver, fired point blank, at a distance 


of a few feet, 
the 
bullet 
passing 


hrough Myers' hat and grazing his 
head. The shock was so great that 


ers was knocked off his feet and 


vhirl'ed around in the road. Resting 
on his knees he returned fire and then 
umping to his feet gave chase, as 
Baker had started to run. Four shots 
vere 
exchanged across the road. 


Baker handled a 44-caliber revolver 
and emptied the five chambers. 


He then took to the woods, with the 


officer in close pursuit. 
During the 


melee Officer Chapman fired twice at 
Baker, but n'o bullet took effect. One 
of the shots, however, also penetrated 
Baker's hat. The latter ran into the 
woods and Deputy Myers emptied the 
last cartridge in his revolver.

fortable under a woojen blanket.

the summer of 1S64, the final year of 
the civil war, a drouth set in upon this 
counfy July 2d. which continued for 
seven weeks without intermission and 
without a particle of rain. The mer- 
cury ran up to fio degrees every day of 
its continuance, and the atmosphere 
was insufferably hot and close after 
nightfall. 
For the r^ost of the time 


the heavens were so obscured by dust 
and dense smoke, the .latter caused by 
the burning of forests in Canada, that 
the sun was seldom seen. When it was 
visible, it resembled a huge red elobe 
of fire ar.d made a, most singular ap- 
pearance. 
The grass in the m&adows 


was so 
thoroughly dried up that it 


rustled like cured hay tinder the foot- 
steps. 
The foliage was so thick wifh 


dust and parched 
that a green leaf 


was not to be seen. In digging into the 
earth the third week in August, pota- 
toes appeared 
like marbles in a dry 


ash heap, but - recovered under the 
rains of September, were never finer 
and larger in size and crop and went 
begging at 25 rents a bushel, while hay 
commanded $40 tier ton.
